Reply to Criticism. 

Col.. Roosevelt's report was in reply 
to criticisms on the condition of our 
navy, published in the New York 
Times on April 28 by W. D. Shearer, 
a naval expert. : 

The acting secretary of the navy ad- 
mits much of Mr. Shearer’s criticism 
—probably half of it—was well found- 
ed, and the report urges that congress 
should provide appropriations to re-} 
store the fleet to parity with that of 
Great Britain and gave it the lead 
over Japan agreed upon. 

Mr. Shearer's article said the pres- 
ent relative strength of the British, 
Japanese and American navies was 
“5-3-1, with our navy 1.” 

Answering this statement, Col. 
Roosevelt’s report says: . 

“It is difficult to definitely state our 
exact strength, due to the varying 
ratio in the different types. . A fair 
comparison of the present. fighting 
strength in ships of. Great Britain, 
America and Japan would appear to 
be 5-4-3. 


Not Counting Naval Bases. 

“This ratio does not take into con- 
sideration strategically located and 
well equipped naval bases, which add 
greatly to the sea power of a nation. 
nor does it take into consideration the 
relative strength of the various mer- 
chant marines. 

“The navy is in good shepe, and 
the morale of the personnel, bith com- 
missioned and enlisted, is high. The 
appropriations furnished by congress 
are being applied In such a manner as 
to obtain the very best results.”

Washington, B. C., May 10.—[{Spe 
cial.]—Plans for the enlargement of 
the United States coast guard service 
in accordance with President Cool 
idge’s plan for law enforcement and 


nounced today by 8S. S. Yeandle, aid to 
the commandant. 

It is pointed out that this service 
offers a new opportunity for adven- 
turous young men who feel the call of 
the high seas and the trade winds, the 
midnight chase along’ the coast after 
the dark rum fleet, cruises in the 
arctic seas or in Pacific and West In- 
dain waters, helping the army aviators 
in their flight around the world, or 
engaging in other activities of the 
service. 


An Eye on Other Things. 

The increase in the fleet is intend- 
ed as a measure against smuggling of 
intoxicating liquors, narcotics and 
aliens in the United States. Under the 
act of April 21, last, 149 temporary 
commissioned officers, 400 temporary 
warrant officers and 2,245 enlisted men 
will be added to the service. An ex: 
amination will be held June 16. 

The coast guard service objects to 
the term “dry navy.” It is, however, 
a naval service, trained, uniformed, 
and disciplined in a manner similar 
to that of the United States navy. The 
vessels are armed and in many cases 
are destroyers.

“There are exceptional opportun- 
ites,” Mr. Yeandler said, “for advance- 
ment for men enlisting In the coast 
guard, as there will be numerous rat- 
ings in all branches to be filled and 
men having previdus navy service will 
have exceptional advantages.

THE ATTACK ON THE 
SUPREME COURT. 


Many Americans who have a reasoned regard for 
the American system of government and a clear 
conception of the principles which inform it are 
concerned at the movement to restrict. the powers 
of the Supreme court. So well informed and loyal 
@ defender of our constitutional system as former 
Senator Beveridge is of the opinion that the attack 
upon the court is better organized and more for- 
midable at this time than ever before. We confess 
lack of info as to this and are disposed, 
mistakenly, perhaps, to be more optimistic, for cer- 
tainly there is no public man now engaged in the 
attack upon the court who is so influential as was 
Jefferson or Jackson, and the public discussion 
seems not as virulent as it has been on former oc- 
casions. ; 

Nevertheless there is quite enough criticism to 
justify serious and vigorous defense. Several pro 
posals for “ curbing the court,” as the phrase goes, 


amendment of the constitution to prohibit the 
court from holding any congressional act invalid 
for unconstitutionality. Another proposes that any 
act held unconstitutional by the court shall be valid 
if passed a second time by congress. Another pro- 
poses that no act shall be held unconstitutional 
by fewer than seven votes of the nine. Some of the 
most influential men of congress, judges, legal 
writers, and public men, and notably labor organi- 
zations, support some form ef restriction. 

It is therefore plain that a defense of the court 
is called for, and, as Mr. Beveridge remparks in.his 
new volume of essays, “ The State of the Nation,” 
it must or should be led by the American bar.

The arguments for restriction are full 
of phrases like usurpation, defeating the will of the 
of the court, all of which gtve false inferences and 
fll the mind of the uninformed layman with the 
picture of a mythical tyrant, enemy of freedom, 
ruthlessly undoing the beneficent efforts of the leg- 
islature and working day and night declaring laws 
There is no foundation for such a conception of 
the court. Its duty to declare acts of congress con- 
trary to the constitution when: in its opinion they 
are so has been exercised with gréat restraint and 
five t four decisions.

That.is a theory 
that our forefathers who created and adopted the 
American system of ordered liberty repudiated, be- 
ing well aware from their own experience that a 
legislature could be tyrannical, unwise, and unre- 
sponsive to the people's will or interest. 

Many Americans of this generation do not seem 
to have learned what the American system is. 
What is not understood cannot be valued and is 
not therefore likely to be preserved. The attack 
upon the Supreme court ts an attack not merely 
upon one of our institutions, but upon the central 
defense of that system. If it succeeds, not merely 
the court goes, but the American system goes. 


WE VIEW WITHOUT TOO 
MUCH ALARM. 


We think that Mr. Hearst and other gentiemen 
of great incomes are unduly alarmed over the tax 
bills passed by the senate. A reduction of the sur- 
tax maximum to twenty-five per cent would have 
encouriged industry. It will be written into the 
law when experience has taught tbe legislators the 
laws of economics. We can agree with the critics of 
the tax ideas of congress, but at the same time it is 
vain to deny that a reduction is a’reduction. Any 
amelioration in taxes is helpful to@ndustry as well 
as pleasant to the individual and the bill makes a 
reduction. Inasmuch as it does it is good. 


Violent exception cannot be taken to the tax on 
undivided profits. The provision as drawn is crude. 
The establishment of a line penalizing the retention 
of more than thirty per cent of the annual profits 
is a mistake. Jf the penalty line were moved up to

Nearly 6,000 babes, about one ott of 
every nine born in Chicago last year, 
died before their first birthday, accord- 
ing to a bulletin issued yesterday by 
Health Commissioner Herman N. 
Bundesen. One-third of the deaths oc- 
eurred during the first seven days of 
life, from causes largely avoidable by 
the proper care of the mothers before 
the babies were born. 

Does infant welfare work pay? 

“I'll say it does,” declared Commis- 
sioner Bundesen. “ For every 1,000 ba- 
bies born in Chicago 105 die. How- 
ever, of those babies who come under 
the observation and care of our infant 
welfare stations, less than four die. 
This means a saving of 101 babies out 
of every thousand born. 


More Attention to Mothers. 
“Being a-baby is a dangerous occu- 
._ pation and to make it less dangerous 
' {ft is necessary that prospective moth- 
ers receive more attention. To that 
end during the last year the depart- 
ment of health has been endeavoring 
to correlate all the agencies in safe- 
guarding the mother and unborn child 
so that this large death toll of infants 
during the first week of life may be 

reduced, 
“In codperation with the Infant 
Welfare society, the Chicago Lying-In 
-hospital, the central free dispensary 
and leading physicians of the city, ar- 
rangements have been» perfected 
whereby pre-natal stations are avail- 
able for prospective mothers for phys- 
ical examination, oDservation and ad- 
vice. Those who are in a position to

The senate bill fixes the norma! tax 
rates at 2 per cent on incomes up to 
$4,000, 4 per cent between $4,000 and 
$8,000, and 6 per cent above $3,000. 
In the house bill the 2 and 6 per cent 
rates are the same, but the middle 
rate is & per cent. Under the present 
law the normal tax is 4 per cent up to 
$5,000 and 8 per cent above that. 

The Simmons surtax rates as emi- 
bodied in the senate bill range from 
1 per cent on that portion of income 
between $10,000 and $14,000, up to 40 
per cent on that portion in excess of 
$500,000. Under the house bill the 
surtaxes run from 1% per cent be 
tween $10,000 and $12,000 to 37% per 
cent above $200,000. Under the pres- 
ent law a rate of 1 per cent applies 
between $6,000 and $10,000, while the 
maximum of 50 per cent applies above 
$200,000. 

Personal Exemption Unchanged. 

Personal exemptions are not 
changed eithe? in the senate or house 
bills, except that under the Simmons 
amendment adopted in the senate the 
exemption for all heads of families is 
made $2,500, this exemption now .>p- 
plying only when jmcome is below 
$5,000. Single persons cgntinue to 
have an exemption of $1,000 in both 
bills. 

The corporation tax in the senate 
bill is one of the radical departures 
from the present law. The house Dill 


income will pay 
smaller tax than if a Mat tax of 14 per 
cent had been imposed as originally 
recommended by the finance commit 
tee, while those retaining more than 
30 per cent will pay a larger tax. 

The senate bill establishes a system 
of inheritance taxes applying on bene- 
ficiaries of an estate as a substitute 
for the estate tax of the presént law 
which applies directly on the estate. 

How Upper House Levies. 

The rates in the senate bill range 
from 1 to 36 per cent, which appear 
somewhat higher than the rates of 
from 1 to 25 per cent in the present 
law, but are actually lower in the case 
of an estate of which there are sev- 
eral beneficiaries. Under the, senate 
bill, husband, wife, children, or d- 
children pay the rates from 1 to 36 
per cent, while a brother, sister, 
nephew, or niece pays a 25 per cent 
greater tax and others a 60 per cent 
greater tax. 

Under the house bill the estate tax 
system of the present law is retained, 
but the rates are boosted to a maxi- 
mum of 40 per cent. 

The senate bill imposes a gift tax 
with the same rates as under the 
senate inheritance tax. The house 
bill also imposes a gift tax with the 
house estate tax rates. 

It Costs to Play Mah Jongg. 

The only new excise tax in either 
the senate or house bill is a tax of 10 
per cent on mah jongg sets, which is 
in the senate bill. The proposed new 
radio tax was knocked out. Miscel- 
laneous excise taxes affecting a score 
or more of industries, including those 
on candy, soft drinks, trunks, valises, 
and fans, are repealed in both bills. 
Both bills repeal the tax on telegraph 
and telephone messages, although the 
senate finance committee recom- 
mended its restoration.

It is probable that amorfg the 
data submitted will be a table showing 
the mean lake level at Chicago for 
each year ffom 1860 to date.

If you are a worrler, don’t expect to 
acquire miraculously and suddenly a 
wholesome mental attitude... It does 
not come that way. It only comes by 
persistent and conecientious effort to 
see straight, to keep the values of life 
clear, as Dr. Jesse Feiring Williams 
of-Columbia university puts it. 


To help to see straight, it would 
better be realized in the beginning 
that a hurried, driven, anxious, or de- 
pressed state, and the fears, worries 
and long distance apprehensions are 
distinctly injurious to health of both 
mind and body. And remember, too, 
. that a healthful mental state can be 
 Beveloped just as surely as muscles. 
But it takes time and patience to ac- 
quire mental control. 


Try to Banish Regrets. 


We are not of the Pollyanna tribe 
who believe one can get through life 
without worrying part of the time. 
That would be going to the state of 
the lower animals: who are not con- 
cerned about where next week's food 
supply is coming from. But we believe 
one can so direct her thoughts and so 
order her life as to reduce the strain 
on nerves to normal. 


We worry over such foolish things. 
Our mouth corners go down not with 
the strain of accomplishment but with 
regrets and recriminations oyer some- 
thing we did badly or something we 
should not have done. Then, we 
worry about the opinion of others more 
than oVer the impropriety of our own 
conduct.

ent leatber oxfords are the proper 
footgear to be worn with spats at a 
wedding. Tan or light gray spats , 
be used instead of white if desired 

If high shoes are preferred, buttoned 
kid or cloth tops with patent leather 
lowers are correct. For the more in 
formal weddings low black calfskir 
shoes or patent leather oxfords witb 
out spats may be worn. 

Socks should be plain black or gray 
silk or lisle, or, if low shoes are worn 
they may match the trousers as far as 
possible.

4 wardly it has every appearance

tures, like the lamp shell ligula or the pearly nautflushardly 
change from age to age, whereas cthers, like some of the 
birds and butterflies, are always giving rise to something 
new. The evening primrose among plants and the fruit fly, 
drosophila, among animals, are well known examples of 
organisms which are at present in a sporing or mutating 
mood. 

Certain dark varieties of moth, «. g., of the peppered 
moth, are taking the place of the paler type in some parts of 
England, and the same is true of some dark forms of sugar 
bird in the West Indian islands. Very important is the piece 
of statistics worked out by Prof. R. C. Punnett, that “if a 
population contains .001 per cent of a new variety, and if that 
variety has even a 5 per cent selection advantage over the 
original form, the latter will almost completely disappear in 
lees than a hundred generations.” This sort of thing hat 
been going on all over the world for untold ages, and the face 
of animate nature has consequently changed. 

We are impressed by striking novelties that crop up—a 
clever dwarf, a musical genius, a calculating boy, a cock with 
a ten foot tail, a wonder horse with a mane reaching to the 
ground, a tallless cat, a white blackbird, a copper beech, a 
greater celandine with much cut up leaves; but this sort of 
mutation is common, and smaller, less brusque variations are 
commoner still. They form the raw material of possible evo- 
lution. We are actually standing before an apparently inex- 
haustible fountain of change. This is evolution going on. 

* * 
The Sporting Jellyfish 
T is of interest to consider a common animal fike the jelly- 
fish aurelia. It is admirably suited for a leisurely life in 
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“ Georgics ” to the gathering of the largest and fullest ears 
of wheat fn order to get good seed for another sowing, but it 
was not till the first quarter of the nineteenth century that 
the great step was taken, by men like Patrick Sheriff of Had- 
dington, of deliberately selecting individual ears of great ex- 
cellence and segregating their progeny from mingling with 
mediocre stock. This is the method which has been followed 
with remarkable success in modern times. aa 

One of the factors that assisted the allies in overcoming 
the food crisis in the darkest period of the war was the virtue 
of Marquis wheat, a prolific, early ripening, hard red spring 
wheat with excellent milling and baking qualities. It is now 
the dominant spring wheat in Canada and the United States, 
and it has enormously increased the real wealth of the world 
in the last ten years (1921). 
this Marquis wheat is a fine example of evolution going on. 


In 1917 upward of 250,000,000 bushels of this wheat were cattle, the wild boar and perhaps wild horses, a fav na of large . 


raised in North America, and in 1918 upward of 300,000,000 
bushels; yet the whole originated from a single grain planted 
in an expérimental plot at Ottawa by Dr. Charles EB. Saunders 
so recently as the spring of 1903. 

We must not dwell too long on this particular instance of 
evplution, though it has meant much to our race, We wish, 
however, following Prof. Buller’s “Essays on Wheat” (1919), 
to explain the method by which this good seed was discovered. 
From one we may learn all. The parent of Marquis wheat on 
the male side was the mid- Red Fife—a first class 
cereal. The parent on the female side was promising, a 
rather nondescript, not pure bred wheat, calle? Red Calcutta, 
which was imported from India into Canada about thirty 
years ago. The father was part of a cargo that came from 
the Baltic to Glasgow, and was happily included in a sample 
sent on to David Fife in Ontario about 1842, From one kernel 
of this sample David Fife started bis stock of Red Fife, which 
was crossed by Dr. Saunders with Hard Red Calcutta. The 
result of the cross waa a medley of types, nearly a hundred. 
varieties all together, and it was in scrutinizing these that 
Dr. Saunders hit upon Marquis. He worked steadily through 
the material, studying head after head of what resulted from 
sowing, and selecting out those that gave most promise. Each 
of the heads selected was propagated; most of the results 
were rejected; the elect were sifted again and yet again, and

The compromise on this issue was 
brought about by the agreement.of the 
managers to collect from each of their 
non-Equity actors a sum equal to that 
which the Equity actors are obliged to 
pay in des to their organization, now 
$18 a year. This money is.to be put 
into a separate fund and used to pro 
mote desirable legislation affecting the 
theater business or in blocking the pas- 
sage of censor bilis and such. 

The managera, with a place for one 
non-Equity member for every four 
Equity members engaged, are able to 
take care of their friends of the Actors’ 
Fidelity association, who stood by 
them in the other strike. But the 
Equity has exacted an agreement that 
the Fidelity rolls shall be closed forth- 
with and no more members taken in. 
As there are probably only about 250 
of the Fidelityites left, arrange 
ment is satisfactory to both sides. It 
saves the face of the managers, who 
had sworn to protect Fidelity, and it 
saves the dignity of the Fidelity actors, 
who have taken oath never to so be 
little their art as to become members 
of a so-called trade union. 

It was only the pride of the mana- 
gers on the one hand and the fear of 
the actors on the other that prevented 
a settlement at the first conference.
